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A Moral Bird and Ite Wanton Contrast—The 
Adventures of a Visiting Bear—The In- 
creasing Value of the Sea Islands. 


RUNSWICK, Ga,, 
September 28.— 
[Special.J—The sea 
islands of Georgia, 
successively the re- 
fuge of buccaneer- 
ing pirates, the seat 
of English coloniza- 
tion, and the homes

ing barons, having passed through the desola- 
tion which brought freedom to the black man. 
are now becoming the great game preserves of 
the American huntsman. 

If legend is to be believed, Captain Kidd and 
dis pirates often found escape through the de 
vious waterways of this coast from pur- 
suing vengeance. The scene of the 
battle of Bloody Marsh, within sight, 
marks the spot where 
of Spanish conquest was stopped, and is his- 
toric for haying saved the North American 
continent to the dominion of English-speaking 
peoples. No less interesting is the venerable 
oak, near by, under the shade of whose out-

of the rustic colonists who listened to him are 
entombed ip the graves roundabout. Into 
Jekyl creek rode the Wanderer—the last 
slaver which ever cleared the coast of Africa 
with itS freight of human flesh, and whose suc- 
ess aroused the opposition of the world, 
and ended in the freedom ofthe whole race 
before the kidnapped Africans had time to 
understand tho language of their captors. 
THE DAYS OF PRINCELY LIVING. 

In the years which preceded this culmina- 
tion, however, the sea islunds furnished 
themes which would have exhausted the im- 
agination of Sir Walter Scott, and°were the 
seats of an untitled aristocracy the magnifi- 
conco of whose living outrivaledthat of any 
coroneted community embalmed in _ history. 
Removed from rude contact with the world, 
with guests of their own choice, hemmed in by 
the waters of the sea, , with  princi- 
palities at their command, and waited 
upon by slaves whose highest  hap- 
piness was to win the approval of 
their masters, the lords of the manor were in- 
deed a favored race. Gifted with the 
highest sense of honor, enlightened by liberal 
education, hospitality a necessary condition of 
their isolation, their time divided between the 
study of books and the sports of the forest, 
these people have left behind them traditions 
which read like fairy tales and which will pass 
into the mythic era of American history. 
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One of these typical places—passed from the 
hands of the original owners, however—is the

| in the historic associa- 
tions of the house. The old building was put 
up 150 years ago by John Couper, and had for 
cone of its guests Aaron Burr, while its more 
pretentious successor was erected in 1854. 
Surrounded by date palm trees in bearing, 
orange trees, persimmon trees with fruit the 
size of shockley apples, and with splendid 
views inland and seaward, one might be ex- 
cused for saying the spot was romantic. Ro- 
mance, however, has no place in this practical 
age, and}inquiries were directed as to the 
capabilities of soil, asin a general way repre- 
senting tle value of all the other islauds. 
FLOWING WITH MILK AND HONEY, 

“We can grow oranges,’’ said Mr. Shadman, 
“which bring in open market a higher price 
than the best of Florida’s golden fruit. The 
date palm can grow to perfection here. My 
trees were killed by the great frost of several 
years ago which was equally destructive in 
Florida, and I have had to replant. Experience 
teaches that such frosts do not come oftener 
than once in fifty years, the preceding one 
having been in 1835. The marsh lands can be 
utilized for the grazing of cattle, which makes 
itas valuable asthe cotton lands for those 
who want to pursue that industry. The 
lands here produce corn, oats, rye, wheat, 
sugarcane, sweet potatoes and tobacco, as well 
as the finest quality of cotton. You see from 
this that the soil challenges the ingenuity of 
the agriculturist. Last year I raised 
to the acre forty-five bushels of 
oats, forty bushels of wheat and forty- 
five bushels of corn, and at the end of the 
season had no fertilizer bill to pay. The oat 
crop is one of the best in the world, Last 
year I sold £1,666 of cattle and hogs, which 
had been fattened in the oat fields, and still 
had my full crop of oats to gather. The oat 
crop is planted the first week in October. The 
hogs are “‘ringed’’ so as to prevent rooting into 
the ground. Both are then turned into the oat 
fields in the proportion of two cattle and five 
hogs to the acre, where they are allowed to 
fatten until March, when they are sent to 
market. The oats are benefitted by being kept 
grazed to the gfound until that date. The 
crop comes to maturity in the first two weeks 
of April.” 


Mr. Shadman, who is an extensive rice plan- 
ter, has the best ricecrop for years. There has 
not becn a single untoward circurastance. 

“Wo can grow olives in Georgia,”’ said he, 
equal to the best in any other part of the 
world.’’ 

The grove was found alittle distance from 
the house.

In the middle of the grove is pointed out a 
live oak stump, part of which is still sound.

A few years after a green bay twig sprung up 
from a cleft in the live oak stump, and grew 
into quite a tree. Several years ago, when the 
Constitution, which had been converted into a 
training ship, was finally condemned and 
broken up, a party of tourists visited the old 
stamp, only to find that the green bay had 
fallen. . 

THE GAME ON JEKYL ISLAND. 

So much for the old 
era and the old prodac- 
tions. A new era has 
been introduced by the 
Jekyl island purchase, 

‘f\and its conversion into a 
/game preserve and hunt- 
ing lodge, where deer- 
stalking is the principal 
diversion, and the music 

of the quail nipe leads 


into danger. 

The Jeky! Island club 
is compesed of many of 
the leading capitalists of 
New York and other 

northern cities, among whom are the Vander- 


nessys, the Fairbanks and others. The island, 
which had belonged tothe duBignon family 
for a century, was purchased for $125,000, and a 
club house, on the Jekyl creek front, was 
erected at a cost of $75,000. Mr. William F. 
Turner, of Brunswick, as assistant superin- 
tendant, is in personal charge of the Island. 
No one is permitted to land save on invitation 
of a member of the club. This secures the 
utmost privacy for the members, and the dis- 
tance from the mainlandis sufficient protec- 
tion against poachers. 

As soon as the island was purchased, steps 
were taken to putit in condition for its new 
use. Wild cattle, horses and pigs roamed 
over itat large. The cattle were corralled or 
killed, while the horses were caught and 
sold or given away. The  extermin- 
ation of the wild hogs, however, is not such an 
easy task, and for the past two seasons has 
offered sport for the hunters as well as game 
for the resident gamekeepers the year round. 
Pens well baited are placed in different parts 
of the island, the doors of which open inward 
but remain closed to the prisoner. 

THE VIRTUOUS QUAIL. 

The quail is native 
to the place, and by 
immunity of acouple 
of years from hunt- 
ers has multiplied 
prodigiously, until 
they fly up under 
the feet of the trav- 
eler whichever way +44 
he way turn.

selves. Comingas she does, from Asia, she 
has all the sensuousness of the harem, with 
none of its virtues. The pheasant was brought 
into Greece by Jason, and thence spread over 
Europe. The pheasant cock is a beautiful 
bird, as proud of his plumage as the peacock. 
His feathers of purple or dark blue, with 
streaks of gold, and eyes of bright yellow, as 
the bird flies from a tangled retreat of myrtle 
intoa clump of palmetto bushes, is a vision 
of beauty. The sportsman must be 
quick with his gun. for the flight of the pheas- 
ant is as sharp as it was unexpected, and run- 
ning on foot from its new retreat, it next flies 
from an equally unexpected place. So incon- 
stanta bird is the pheasant hen, in abandon- 
ing her young, and so unpaternal the pheasant 
cock that hecrushes the eggs and eats thei, 
that mothers have to be improvised for the 
young. For this purpose the common barn- 
yard hen is in demand, and the story of the 
growth of the Jeky! island pheasantry is an 
interesting one. ; 

THE MOTHERLY HEN. 

A large quantity of eggs were procured in 
England three years ago. Coops about three 
feet square were built, with wire screens on 
top to keep the hawks from entering from 
above, and a wire screen for the sides at night 
to keep out the snakes, which would destroy 
the eggs or swallowthe hatched chicks. Into 
this coop the hen is placed, with a setting of 
seventeen to twenty eggs. The hen is never 
allowed to leave the coop, but there are small 
holes on the sides through which the young 
can goand come at will. One by one, as the 
little birds gain strength, they fly away into 
the woods and never return, while the caged 
step mother pines in solitude. 
retain a certain proportion of pheasant hens in 
larger coops for laying purposes, the eggs, as 
fast as a hatching is ready, being passed 
over to some waiting hen, whose 
“cluck” announces that she is ready for mater- 
nallabor. Two thousand pheasants have been 
thus hatched this season, and as many more 
eggs had to be thrown away, because of the 
lack of hens with an inclination to hatch them. 
Up to the present time, hunters have been 
limited to pheasant cocks, a fine of five dollars 
being imposed for the killing of a hen. It is 
supposed that the restriction will be taken off 
the coming season, and that the slaughter of 
pheasants will be as general as the markman- 
ship of the hunters can make it. 

DEER-STALKING. 

Deer-stalking is the only form of deer chase 
allowed on the island. That means that the 
hunter must rely on his own wind and legs, 
andis not allowed to reinforce himself with 
dogs. Deer paths are to be seen in every 
direction,always into the most tangled recesses,

The North Carolina Negroes Fully on the Wing. and 60,000 May Leave—Mississippi Would 
Much Prefer the Exodus to be the Other Way, But Will Have to Submit—General 8. D. 
Lee Favors Colonization, Where the Negro May Work Out His Own Destiny.

ALEIGH, N. C,, 
September 28.—The 
exodus is a living is- 
sue so far as the 
North Carolina ne 
groes are concerned, 
and it is the one sub- 
ject of thought and 
interest on their part 
It began very sud- 
w denly, immediately 
assumed large proportions, and now after some 
months of quiet has renewed itself with increas- 
ing strength of movement: It is diffieultto say 
how many negroes have left North Carolina 
since last January, when the exodus began, 
but it is perfectly safe to put the number at 
15,000. This number has, in fact, been limited 
solely by the lack of transportation facilities, 
for had the labor agents furnished all who were 
eager to go with transportation there is no 
doubt that 100,000 would by this time have de- 
parted. Such isthe opinion of well-informed 
negroes. Not 500 negroes who have left the 
state | 
HAVE PAID THEIR OWN FARE; 
but in practically all cases the labor agents have 
not only advanced it, but have furnished the 
cars, looked after all the details of collection of 
the exodusters, and have personally conducted 
them to their new homes. cg 
Itis now well known that about 60,000 are 
expected to leave the state before the new 
year. Such is the statemen{ made by the 
official agent of the emigration association, 
Rey. L. R. Ferebee, colored, of this city. He 
has a double power, since he is not only ap- 
pointed by the state emigration associaton, 
but also by the bishop of the A. M. E. church. 
He estimates the number of negroes in the 
state at 600,000, and says that a tenth of these 
will go, but that if the labor agents will fur- 
nish the cars and advance the fares for so 
many, a sixth, or 100,000 will be taken away. 
THE EXODUS BEGAN 
last January: Early in that month 
labor agents came into the state. 
Their work was quietly conducted, but very 
systematic and direct of purpose. They began 
in Wayne and Wilson counties,near Goldsboro, 
and soon had the negroes wonderfully stirred. 
They played adroitly on several grievances of 
the negro. They urged that the white repub- 
licans would ignore him, that the white farm- 


ers were cheating him and that Mississippi - 


and Arkansas were his proper home, where 
land could be had cheap and big . wages re- 
ceived. The labor agents worked mainly 
through the colored churches and schools. 
were held and circulars. issued. A 
sort-of frenzy seized the negroes. They saw 
the “hand of God” in the movement and threw 
themselves into it with religious enth m, 
asserting that Providence would provide tr 

portation and get them safely - . aes 

TO THE LAND OF PROMISE. . 

So they left the farm and 
alike and got away as fast as the 
labor agents wonld take them. At 
Goldsboro at one time a riot was imminent. 
The negroes gathered in great numbers, and 
would-not leave the depot until they were 
taken south. The Richmond and Danville 
railway, against which the white people were 
incensed, refused to transport any more ne- 
groes at wholesale transportation rates, thus 
checking the exodus in that section. It soon 
began again, in the section from Raleigh to 
Goldsboro, and did not end until Jate in Apri). 
It was resumed two weeks ago. 

The labor agent is the cause of the exodus. 
Year after year 5,000 negroes have left the state 
just alter The Wolidays, to work im tho turpou- 
tine forests in South Carolina and Geurgia: 
They are experienced laborers, who return 
each autumn. The labor agents come to get 
farm hands, to fill orders from farmers 

IN MISSISSIPPI AND ARKANSAS, 
and hesitated at no means to 
induce them to leave. They played, 
always adroitly and generally through in- 
fluential negroes, upon the political and social 
and religious ideas of the negroes, as well as 
upon their cupidity and desire to secure land. 
The labor agent has made the exodus possible, 
and has aroused a sentiment which appears to 
have affected nine-tenths of the negroes in the 
state, making them restless and dissatisfied, 
and yetthe whole matter has been so well 
conducted as tomake the movement appear, 
upon a superficial view, to be aspontaneous 
one on the part of an oppressed race. To show 
the unreality of it it may be plainly stated that 
the negro has as many privileges and rights in 
this state ashe has any;where on the conti- 


nent.

THE EXODUS FEVER 
grows with time. Though many negroes de- 
clare they will never go, and bitterly oppose 
the exodus, they say that this is because they 
oppose it as at present conducted, and that 
if the negroes could get good lands in 
the south and southwest, and were able to pay 
their fare thither it would be their desire that 
all should go, These negroes, as well as those 
who favor the exodus as is now conducted, say 
that the colored voter is done with politics— 
that he will not take part in polities here or in 
the south, but will devote his energies to mak- 
ing and saving money. So all theeinfluences 
are favorable tothe exodus and its duration 
and extent are, as has been shown, wholly 
hnder the control of the labor agents, who are 
again in the state in great numbers and work- 
ing assidiously, personally and through all 
their varied agencies. 

At first the majority of the white people 
OPPOSED THE EXODUS 
and were severe in their denunciation of the 
labor agents, Of course this increased the 
desire of the negro togo. The average negro 
has a contempt for any advice which a white 
man, particularly a white democrat, may give, 
and just now they distrust the white republicans 
to an extreme degree. While doing this they 
place the utmost confidence in the labor agent 
and the negro preacher, so the latter is really 
the controlling influence. The assertion that 
at least two-thirds of the white people now 
favor the exodus is a safe one. Some actually 
favor the raising ofafund to aid the negro 
migration. Someof the democrats say the 
state will be democratic always with the negro 
eliminated, while others say that the negro is 
the only factor which keeps the white men 
from dividing and carrying the state into the 
republican ranks. But there is 
A GREAT AND GROWING DESIRE 
to be rid of the negro. Some persons favor 
national aid for the movement, ard the ne- 
groes themselves will ask the .presidagt. to 
recommend a $50,000,000 appropriation by con- 
gress to affect the removal. There is not 
much hostility toward the negro, but the 
white people feel that a desirable class of 
white immigration from the north would. fol- 
low an exodus of the blaeks from this .state 
Of course many white people believe that. no 
seaged is so good for this section asthat of the 
acks.

That organized and intelligent committees 
of negroes visited this section and, after care- 
ful examination, advised the movement is no 
doubt true. The drifting of negroes to and fro 
in changing localities is usual and a trait of 
the race. This, toa certain extent, is forced 
on them from an economic pressure; for in 
the small margin of profit now accruing in ag: 
ricultural persuits, in the depressed condition 
of farming, it is a necessity for this population 
to get on the richer lands accessible to them. 
Their efficiency as farm laborers is constantly 
decreasing, because a fewer number 
every year are engaged at hard work. Only a 
smiall number of women work regularly, and 
the greater number spasmodically at stated 
periods. The younger generation of men are 
inferior to the older ones as reliable employes. 
This fact is becoming more apparent every 
year, and to such an extent that any average 
number of hands (male and female) now per- 
form but little more than one-third of the pro- 
ductive labor which was performed by the 
same number when slaves. This fact prevents 
accumulation of wealth in their hands, and is 
forcing gradually the idea of a necessity for 
some pronounced movement or change in their 
This movement, from 
the poorer lands tothe richer lands, is going 
on everywhere, and the North Carolina more- 
ment is but an enlargement of the condition, 
and will be followed by a similar move- 
ment from the older southern states 
to the new ones having richer and fresher 
lands. This movement, too, is being hastened 
by another fact. It is a painful revelation, 
that the race-antagonism between the young 
of both races is far greater than between the 
older ones, who were associated as master and 
slave. This antagonism is constantly increas- 
ing. Thinkisg men in Mississippi are not sur- 
prised at Governor Fowle’s views, and in Mis- 
sissippi would be glad to see the movement 


reversed from Mississippi to North Carolina 


for Mississippi’s good. The movement is caus- 
ing serious apprehension here, and no doubt 
will lead to legislation to prevent such mass- 
ing of negroes as 1s indicated by the North 
Carolina exodus. 

The wisest and best of our statesmen stand 
appalled before this great problem thrust upon 
the south. The complication is being in- 
creased in the kind of 
ing given to the negroes. The educated 
negroes are not good iaborers, and there 
is no field for the use of their education, which 
makes them dissatisfied in their cramped sur- 
roundings, This is evident when white labor 
organizations of the north exclude negroes 
from almost every paying occupation as asso- 
ciate laborers, The race instinct governing 
in favor of the white. This is more fully dem- 
onstrated in the legislation which excluded 
the Chinese from the Pacific coast. 

It will require the most rigid enforcement of 
law to prevent trouble, in the condition of 
affairs at the south, especially where the ne- 
groes outnumber the whites. The worse ele- 
ment of white and black, will constantly pre- 
cipitate Issues, bringing out race allagoutsiu 
and involving all in their vicinity. As to the 
ultimate adjustment, there is little doubt. [ 
am not one of those who believe in 
the more rapid increase of negroes. 
Their birth rate is no doubt 
greater than that of the whites, but their in- 
creased death rate about compensates for the 
excess. In a country, with the relative differ- 
ence of population between white and black, 
and constant addition by immigration of 
whites, the issue will soon be settled in favor 
of white population everywhere. In my 
judgment our statesmen should provide new 
territory in which to remove and locate the 
excess of negro population, so as to remove all 
fearof negro supremacy even in localities. 
This is the inevitable solution of the question. 
To this view the south should offer every in- 
ducement to industrial development, while 
immigrants should be invited. As the white 
population increases and the negro diminishes 
the nearer the solution becomes, until finally, 
tho negro will cease to have longings for polit- 
ical and social advancement in competition 
with the white race, asa race. His vote, if he 
casts it, will be devoid of race prejudice. I do 
not believe a majority of the negroes in the 
south will ever leave it; but I would like en 
couragement given to all who want to try it 
alone, and wantto move to new territories, 
where they will have full scope to develope 
their fitness for self-government. Here at the 
south the race problem is a fact, not a theory. 
We know more about the negro than anyone 
else. There is a firm resolve here. We in- 
tend as whites to rule.and to preserve and 
transmit unimpaired to our children our 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. This duty over- 
shadows every other. It is a duty we owe to 
the negroes as well as ourselves. Why then 
prolongthe issue? It is cruelty to the negro 
in the unequal race, and the sooner 
false hopes are thrown aside, the  bet- 
ter for him. The race instinct is a divine 
arrangement, for which neither race is respon- 
sible. Until the supremacy of the Anglo 
Saxon race is unchallenged everywhere in our 
southern land, we will have race collisions. 
The white people will never submit to negro 
rule and government, even in localities. I 
would be glad for the good of both races to see 
from one-half to two-thirds of the negroes 
removed from Mississippi. I donot anticipate 
any great trouble in such a movement, for it 
must be slow and gradual.

No one 1n the entire county has made a 
more brilliant record in railroad work than 


Mr. Gabbett. 

He is yct a young man, and within twelve 
years has advanced from an entire stranger in 
a strange land to the general management of 
one of the largest, most powerful and lucrative 
railroad systems in the whole south. 

His fame asa manager was not suddenly 
acquired, but came gradually, each step of his 
progress demonstrating his competency to 
assume the more responsible and complicated 
work tendered him by those who were watch- 
ing his career. 

iris work and his life, says one of his warm- 
est admirers, reads more like a story of ro- 
mance than one of solid truth. 

HE IS A WARM HEARTED IRISHMAN. 

Mr. Gabbett was born in Tipperary, Ireland, 
August 19, 1849, and his registry of baptism, 
which he has pasted on the first page of his 
scrapbook, shows that he was christened Ed- 
ward Cecil Madden Gabbett. 

That scrapbook, by the way, contains many 
jnteresting stories about Mr. Gabbett’s life, 
some of them having been in print, others 
having been torn from a diary which he kept, 
and others being in the shape of flattering let- 
ters received from prominent railroad mag- 
wates and government ofticials. 

When he began his education Mr. Gabbett 
was destined by his father to enter the corps 
of royal engineers but the son soon took a faney 
to railroad work and was given his choice. Up 
to the age of ten he remained at his home 
studying under a private tutor, preparing him- 
se}f for college. 

HIS FIRST STEP IN THE WORLD. 

Soon after he had passed his tenth birthday 
Mr. Gabbett’s father placed him upon a train 
and started him alone to the Marburg univer- 
sityin Germany. The trip was a long one, but 
he made it without trouble, and for the next 
six yeurs he remained in Germany attending 
schools at Marburg, Hamburg and 
Milan. Then at the age of seventeen 
he returned to Ireland and entered the Queens 
university. A four years course gave him a 
bachelor of engineers diploma, and then he 
began active work. After his graduation he 
accepted a position on the civilengineer corps 
of the Midland Great Western railway of Ire- 
Jland. Forone year he remained with that 
road and then resigned. During that time he 
had been looking towards South America as 
an inviting field and after severing his con- 
nection with the road started for Buenos 
Ayers, but when he reached Liverpool found 
that a big inserrection was in progress in Bra- 
zil. Not wishing to become a party to the 
conflict Mr. Gabbett decided to remain in 
England uutil the trouble was over. 

HOW HE CAME TO GEORGIA. 

During his sojourn in Liverpool, Mr. Gab-— 
bett met Captain William Gabbett, a cousin, 
who had served through the war in the con- 
federate army and who had wedded a daughter 
of Dr. Richardson, of Savannah. Captain 
Gabbett gave his cousin such — poy 
of the south that Mr. Gabbett decided to try 
North America instead of South America. 
From his cousin Mr. Gabbett secured two let- 
ters of introduction, and in August, 1870, 
landed in Savannah, knowing no one nearer 
than England. 

HE SECURES A POSITION. 

The letters of introduction Mr. Gabbett car- 

ried were addressed to Colonel John Screven, 


president of the Atlantic and Gulf railroad,. 


now the Savannah, Florida and Western, an 
to Colonel L. P. Grant, of the Atlanta and 
West Point railway. A few days after reach- 
ing Savannah Mr. Gabbett presented his let~ 
ter to Gplonel Screven. The  colo- 
nel was pleased with Mr. Gabbett 
and tendered him a position upon the engineer 
— then under command of Orderly Max- 
well, chief,engineer of the Clayton extension 
of the Southwestern railway, then known as 
the Vicksburg and Brunswick. That road was 
then being built from Eufaula to Clayton, and 
Mr. Gabbett went upon that survey. Six

to Clayton. The work attracted the attention 
of Virgil Powers, who sought Mr. Gabbett’s 
services in the construction of the Blakely ex- 
tension of the Southwestern road. After 
serving Mr. Powers for eight months Mr. Gab 
bett gave upthe position on account of his 
health. He had contracted the malaria and 
Dr. Holt, of Savannah, advised him to change 


his home. 
ON THER CUSTER SURVEY. 

Just at that time the government was organ: 
izing for a topographical survey of the Yellow 
Stone river region in Wyoming, and Mr. Gab 
bett, without any trouble, secured a position 
in the United States engineering corps, under 
Captain W. A. Jones. He went from Georgia 
to Omatia, where he joined the expedition. 
This was in ’73. The corps started from Fort 
Brown in V’yoming, going up through the 
Black Hills country. He went through that 
section when it was infested with the scalping 
Sioux then on the warpath. After reaching 
the Yellow Stone lake, the corps began work- 
ing, and while the main body, accompanied 
by the United States troops and Indian scouts, 
went along the land, Mr. Gabbett and a com 
ag named Paul LeHardy, went down the 
aiver. 

WRECKED ON A RAFT. 

The two engineers started down the river on 
a raft, constructed of logs. They knew nothing 
about the stream, and were sounding as they 
moved down. One day the raft struck a cur- 
rent and in a few minutes 
went bounding over the fails. The 
engineers could nct control it, and after drop- 
ping over two or three rough heights, caught 
upon some rocks. The gentlemen were then 
in the middle of the stream, and Mr. Gabbett 
prepared to swim ashore, but found that his 

FRIEND COULD NOT SWIM. 

He was too brave to save his own life and 
leave his friend, and for half a day remained 
on the half sunken raft with him. Then Mr. 
Gabbett decided to tie a rope to his body and 
Swim ashore. He made the perilous trip 
in safety, and when he had fastened the 
rope toa tree went back to the raft and as- 
sisted his companion to land. In making the 
landing, however, they were compelled to put 
the stream between themselves and the party 
and were in a country 

INFESTED BY HOSTILE INDIANS. 
For two orthree days they wandered about 
on the banks of the Yellowstone without 
food. One day a flock of wild geese passed 
overthem and Mr. Govbett raised his gun 
and fired, 

He missed the birds. 

But his companion proved a better shot. 

With his ritie Mr. Lee Hardy took the head 
off a goose but the fowl fellina marsh. The 
marksman removed his clothing and waded in 
for the goose while Mr. Gobbett built a fire 
unmindful of the fact that the smoke might 
bring the howling Sioux down upon them at 
any second. ‘The 

- @OO8E WAS COOKED WITHOUT SALT 
or any kind of seasoning and quickly devoured. 
They had no bread, or anything in fact but 
wild goose, and yet Mr. Gabbett says he never 
enjoyed a mealso much in his life. On the 
next day while moving slowly up the stream, 
wondering what the result would be, they saw 
a big smoke on the opposite side of the river. 
Instantly they conjectured that it was the 
army camp-fire, and built a large fire. The 
blaze went up and could be seen for miles by 
Indians as well as whites. They kept piling 
on sage brush, however, and in a short time 
two men came in view. They had seen the fire 
and had been sent out by Captain Jones to re- 
connoiter. The men, however, were not satis~ 
fied and wentaway. Like 

A SHIPWRECKED SAILOR 
on some island, as the ship sails away without 
heeding the signals of distress, they felt, 
but they threw on more sage brush, and in 
a short time a company came up. Then 
Mr. Gabbett swam acroas the stream, and 
securing two or three lariats went back and 
towed Mr. LeHardy over. When they ac- 
quainted Captain Jones with the dangers they 
had encountered, the captain put down on the 
map Gabbett and LeHardy’s falls, and today 
that is the name of the fails over which their 
raft went. 

HE COMES SOUTH AGAIN. 

When the topographical work had been 
finished, Mr. Gabbett cAme south again and 
accepted a position in the transportation de- 
pagina of the Southwestern railway. Later 

e pegiened his position and went into south- 
west a to construct a tramway for Sul- 
livan & Hull’s large saw mills. He 
eight months in the work, and then, growing 
homesick, went back to Ireland, making 
the voyage in a sailing vessel. Six 
months in Europe was enough for Mr. 
Gabbett, and upon his return he again joineda 
United States engineering corps with headquar- 
ters at Chattanooga, assisting in making a topo- 
graphical map of the Tennessee and the country 
between Chattanooga and Decatur. While at 
this work General Alexander offered hima 

ition wtih the Western Railway of Ala- 
ama as 
ENGINEER OF BRIDGES, ETC., 

That wasin ’78. Six months later General 
Alexander left that road and Mr. Gabbett was 
asked to accept the presidency. He did so, 
and under his skillful management the road 
soon became one of the finest in the south. 
Here Mr. Gabbett began to manifest his real 
worth to a road and in ’81 was made general 
manager of the Atlanta and West Point. 
Then, in ’86, he was given the same position 
on the Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile, and only 
a few months ago occupied a like position with 
the Atlanta and Florida. Each of these roads 
have improved wonderfully under his man- 
agement, and today they are allin fine condi- 
tion. 

SOMETHING ABOUT HIS PRIVATE LIFE. 

Out of work Mr. Gabbett is just as popular 
as he is carefui and successful in work. He is 
a pleasant, affable gentleman, and makes 
friends rapidly. Then, too, he has the happy 
faculty of retaining a friend. He has a pleas- 
ant face and is always in afine humor. Every 
man who works under him is known by him, 
and to all he is kind—so kind that he has their 
undying friendship. He knows nearly every 
employe of the Atlanta and West Point road 
by name, and once a month sees every man. 
Mr. Gabbett is a Mason of the 32d degree. 

He has many accomplishments. In addi- 
tion to being a good linguist he isa fine pho- 
tographer. He learned photography while at 
college and carries a camera in his private car. 
In his home are many fine pictures he has 
taken. 

He will be missed in Atlanta.

 ‘Sovel Discussed—Other Matters Aboat 
Women—Some Fashiona 


. Some ten years ago the vecation of the critic 
: 4 was to be just in condemnation and in praise ;

eised. Good books had a thorough reviewing,

; decent works of fiction 
Jeg in , the minority that 
the newspaper critic of the present finds it 
necessary to devote most of his time to making 
long reviews of every dirty and worthless story 
placed before the public? Isn’t tho critic who 
does this more blamable than the rythor? 
The latter gives a closed volume, to read or 
not as the title strikes the fancy; the former 
places before a world of readers the worst and 
most pernicious phrases of the work. Sach 
no more to be toler- 
man who would 
| den of debauchery 
‘wod drag a drunken, half nude woman through 
the streets, saying to the passers by, ‘‘See, this 
is vice!’’ and then proceed to give a moral lec- 
ture upon the horror of the woman’s life, 
going into its details with vivid realisin. 

Hogarth is considered a great moral painter 
by many, but I do not believe his coarse, real- 
istic pictures ever raised a human soul or drew 
one downward treading being one step baek to 
the path of purity. 

That sin exists, with that some knowledge 
of its evils gives strength to bear against its 
temptations, we all know ; but 
what artist has ever made lasting fame by 
the minute picturing things hideous and un 
grateful to our higher senses? 

The sculptors and painters who have lived 
through thefages gave forms of ideal purity 
and grace; the men who /Avrite for eternity 
have dipped their golden pens into the living 
waters of immaculate truth, 

The critic more than the creator of a work is 
responsible for his words, for he reflects the 
sentiments of a nation, and if the 
critic of today continues his 
lengthy articles on novels immoral and 
trashy, future generations must conclude this 
to be an era given over entirely to such read- 
ing. 

It is of the erotic critic more than the erotic 
novel that I would write, but the existence of 
such critics calls for arefrence to the latter. 
“The Quick or the Dead,’”’ might be said to 
have commenced the erotic critic’s career. 
Some weeks after its publication, the girl who 
wrote the story, with a true aim 
and ae high moral purpose, sat 
bewildered amid a pile of newspaper criticisms 
too coarse for the columns of the Police Gazette. 
She ought to have had a brother to administer 
a sound horse-whipping to the author of those 
dirty articles. She was given credit for no 
decent thought or motive until Nym Crinkle 
the other day separated her work from her 
followers, by saying that she ‘‘wrote as if she 
didn’t know her people were naked, and the 
others wrote asif thev knew nothing else.”’ 

After her came a number of writers, who, 
seeing that coarse criticism could 
make fame, proceeded to be as 
avowedly coarse AS they possibly 
- could. They got what they wanted—an ava - 
lanche of low criticism, each giving illustra- 
tive quotations from their works, and their 
books brought them money and notoriety. 
Unfortunately most of these writers were 
women. Among them Gertrude Atturton, 
Laura Daintry and Abi Jackman are most 
conspicuous. If these women had written 
-anything really clever and strong, 
might be some excuse for the extensive 
reviewing their works have received, but noth- 
ing remains upon the closing of their novels 
but a senso of disgust of namby-pamby tales 
of weak morals and low passions. 

A clever reader, having a taste for witty 
coarseness, would find infinitely more delight 
in the anecdotes of Fielding, Swift, Smollett 
and Congreve. 

It is astonishing that a critic of talont and 
delightfulness, should spend so much time and 
cleverness on the lengthy reviewing of 
such writers as Abi Jackman, etc. 
He ought, in justice to other female writers 
who haye done clean, clever work, give them a 
little notice to the effect that their stories are 
bright and readable, and he’d like té give them 
a lengthy notice if his taste did not lie in other 
directions. Many people who read newspapers 
alone really have no idea that there are young 
women who might pretix with truth the sen- 
tence to their stories: ‘‘Pure, but readable.’’ 
When a critic revels in coarseness of low 
stories, one can’t help suspecting a secret en- 

such emotions. 

otic criticism continues to thrive, 
dn’t it be a good plan to set up a journal 
d the *‘Mirror of Low Morals.” In this 
allAhe coarse novels of the present could be 
iewed lengthily, and if English stories gave 
out, Zola and the rest would offer an exhaust- 
Jess supply. Then there are the prisons and 
mad houses for the Nellie Bly style of journal- 
ism. An illustrator after Hogarth could be 
found, and numberless writers could supply 
the minute particulars concerning every crime 

in the calendar. 

Must it come to this?
